So tJiought y\ralinin Karfel'sclasH- 
leader, who met him only onoe a 
week, on Sunday mornings, at the 
clasH-room; and ho thought nearly 
all of Abraham Farfel's bn^thicin 
in llie chureh, who only «aw the 
piouHside of liin (•,hara<!ter. 

In the world, howover, that out- 
Hide wildernenH in which, aecor<ling 
to the belief of Home, no flowers of 
holy living can take root and grow, 
inthewoild, away from which so 
tnany religious keup lh«ir religion, 
Abraham Farfel was seen and n^ 
garded in a dilTorent light. Few- 
men were more eager to g«t gain or 
elutclied at gold with a more 
vigorous hand. ^ Ho was whrewd, 
nharp and exacting — claiming his 
own to the very uttermost farthing.

When he tlrew fiis 
last salary of $61.00, he, instead of 
going home to pay household ex- 
penses, and buy groceries for his 
wife and three little children, went 
to the races to double or lr»«ble the 
amount he had in tiio world, but 
returned home penniless at night 
Now his home is broken up com- 
pletely, and two kind families are 
taking car-e of his three starving 
children. 

The moral: Shun "Get rich 
quick concerns," and quit gambling 
forever!

NeedlOMM Applo. 



The seedless apple is the inven- 
tion of John F. Sfiencer of (Jrand 
Junction, Colo., says the Philadel- 
phia North American. Wlien the 
navel orange was first perfected 
and placed on the murket, Mr. 
Spencer reasoned that if it were 
possible to drive the seeds *ouf of 
tlie oranjze it would be possible lo 
accomplish the same with tlie apple. 
He ex[)erirnent()d for seven yoai.s 
before attaining the desired result. 

He was,, however, not satisficul 
with the more development of the 
apple. It was necessary to deterr 
mine whether by bitilding or graft- 
ing it was possible to make seed- 
less apple trties reproduc*! Ilieni- 
selves. Several additional years 
passed before the budded trees grew 
to sufficient slz<i to bear fruit. 
Wlien the fruit did appear it was 
as innoeenl of seeds as were Ihe 
apples from which it was budded. 

Several peculiar features other 
than the fad thai it la(;ks seed iire 
lo be found in the new apple. The 
only semblance to a blossom found 
upon the new tree is throe small 
green leaves that look much like 
petals. These leaves »!over the 
beginnings of the little green ap- 
ple and cjrop off one by one as the 
at>ple grows larver and becomes 
strong enough to gi'ow willumt 
protection. 

As a direct result of lli<' ii..-iiice 
of blossoms, too, the seedless a|i- 
ples are fr-o* from worms. The 
blossoms provUbt neslsfor the cnld- 
ing moths, whose eggs hatch into 
the apple worm. There being no 
blossom, there is no nest for the 
rnotli. Apj)le worms, too, live by 
eating the seeds, and so there is 
nothing for Ihe wornis lo feed upon, 
and even though hatched from I hi* 
egKs of the moth, Ihey would starve 
to d« alli. So in addition to being 
seedless, the new apple is blossom- 
less and worrnless. 

The new apple produced by Mr. 
Spencer is a dark red, with small 
yellow spots Ihiough it, and has a 
yello.w riiiL' at tlie navel end. The 
skin is smooth and will kee|) longer 
than any other apple unless it is 
brui'"'d ill the handling.

Prof. Jenkins 
was the first principal of th^ New 
Jersey State School for the Deaf, 
and iield that office for sixteen 
years, when he was snjjcpt'iijed by 
Prof. John V. Wajker, the present 
incumbent. 

Prof. Jenkins was called to the 
platform, and was addressed by 
Prof. Rowland B Lloyd, a teacher 
of the Trenton School, who told the 
former of tl|0 .'jeep atTeclion and 
esteem of the NeW jerHcy deftf, i>pd 
their gratitude for what he had 
accomplished in their behalf during 
the sixleen years of his conucction 
with the Stale School as Its Prin- 
cipal. Prof. Lloyd said that the 
deaf wished to give Prof. Jenkins 
some si)bs'antial reminder of their 
love and es(ee?«, and Juk] contri- 
buted towards the purchase of Ihe 
token concealed beneath the silk 
flag. The contributions were not 
made by only those present to-day, 
but by (ho deaf throughout the 
State. 

He then lifted the flag and dis- 
closed a beantifnl loving cup, rest- 
ing upon an ebony pedestal. The 
cup is of Pompeilau copper, with 
silver mount, and lieautlfully etch- 
ed with the name of the recipient, 
and the date of presentation. 

Prof. Jenkins was visibly affect- 
ed, and floundered through a short 
speech of thanks, ftnd was greatly 
njiplauded. 

Mrs. Jenkins was ne»t presented 
with a beautiful, large bouquet, 
tied with silk ribbon. She took the 
platforni, and in readiness and 
elo<iuence made tip for her htis 
band's embarrassment and modesty. 
All of which Ihe members greatly 
appreciated and loudlj' applauded. 
Mr E. A. Hodgson was then 
calh'd npon, and paid a glowing 
tribute to Prof, Jenkins' worth and 
work. He reviewed some of Ihe 
difficullies and discouragements 
which Prof. Jenkins met with in 
the early days of the School at 
Trenton. Where he Hhould have 
received support he fouiui obslruc 
lion, and tlie course which led to 
succi ss was anything Irut smooth. 
He then dilated upon the benefits 
of organlzalion of "the deaf into 
Stale Associations, and pointed out 
that Ihe present association could 
exert not a little Influence In bring- 
ing about the muchneeiled new site 
jind new and modern building for 
their Stale School for the educa- 
tion of the deaf. 

The Secrelary then called the roll 
of members, and a brief recess was 
allowed to enlarge the rosier and 
collect the annual dues. 

Mr. George S. Porter, seconded 
by Prof. R. B IJoyd, ijjoved that 
the As.sociation endorse the efl'ortH 
of Principal Walker looking lo the 
renroval of the school to a place 
moie near the centre of population, 
and Ihe erection of buildings suited 
to thi> needs of such an liiHtitulion. 
The association unauiiuously 
passed the motion. 

Next iu order was the election of 
officers, which was <lono by ballot 
and resulted as follows:

Try to learn swmething fiom 
every book you read. If a book is 
worth reading, it is worth remem- 
beripg. fl'?«' rpannot i-en^ember 
everything, and to each person the 
things worth remembering will 
differ according to his tastes and the 
amount of insight he brings with 
him. But every one may carry 
away something, and thus'feel that 
the book leaves him, to sqmetlegree 
richer than jt djd, to add to. his 
stock in tra<ie, so to speak, of fact 
or of ideas. If it l^ap i)ptdqqe this, 
why should one have spent ho much 
eye sight upon itf Why not have 
given the time lo bloyoUng or base- 
ball, or have laid down npon he 
grass and watched white clouds flit 
across the sky? How to remember 
the contents of a good book, or at 
least the ijest part of them, is a diffi- 
cult ptoldem, and one which bo- 
comes more difficult the older one 
grows, for Ihe memory is less reten- 
tive in middle life than in youth, 
and Ihe pressure of dally work in a 
profession or In business tends to 
clog the free play of intellectual 
movement in spheres distinct from 
that. 

The most obvious plan is to make 
notes of the things that strike yon 
most. This involves time and trou- 
ble, yet the time and trouble are 
not loss for the mere elTort of select- 
ing the 'salient facts, or of putting 
into a concise form the salient ideas, 
helps to impress them on the mind. 
If the book belongs to you, it is 
not a bad device to use the blank 
sheet or two which one often finds 
inside the oovers, for making brief 
notes, adding references to the 
pages; if there are no blank sheets, 
paste in two or three and use them 
fortius purpose. I have a friend, 
one of tl\e tnosi learned mc^n in Eu- 
rope, who copies out on slips of a 
uniform size the best things he finds 
in the books he peruses, and ar- 
ranges them in card-boaril boxesalso 
of a uniform size, which form a part 
of his librarj', and are a sort of dis- 
tilled quinlessetice of his vast read- 
ing. Others find it better lo use 
note books for the saii|e purpose. — 
James Bryce, in The YotiWs Cam-

The Oallandet Memorial. 

It, is proposed to create a memoriW 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Dcaf-Mntes, The present Church 
iu silnated on ]48th Street, jiiHt west 
of Amstordam Avenue, and is built 
some Iwonly-five foot l>ack from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
of religious ani Hocial life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (Jallaudel 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildingv which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann'u Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mules. 

The now building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flvo fool- 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in de])th. It will bo tliiee 
stories in Iioiglit, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligioue and iudnstrial- needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Huilding" will 
be about (ii30,000, and the building 
itself, in its [wsition and purpose, 
will form »i conspicuous inoniinient 
to him whoso life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Tliey themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
